No  CNC  Election, 
Appointed  Members

The  Chinatown/South  Cove  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  (CNC)  will  not  be 
holding  an  open  election  as  planned  on 
August  18,  but  instead  will  elect  new 
members  and  re-instate  former  mem¬ 
bers  in  a  special  meeting  on  Aug.  12. 
Current  CNC  members  will  vote  on 
fifteen  new  candidates  to  fill  8  slots,  and 
themselves  sign  a  pledge  of  commit¬ 
ment  to  serve  on  the  council  if  they  plan 
to  continue  as  members. 

The  plan  is  a  complete  about-face 
from  discussions  within  the  past  month 
to  hold  a  public  election  on  August  18, 
the  day  of  the  August  Moon  Festival. 
The  CNC  decided  to  have  its  own  elec¬ 
tion  when  members  couldn’t  decide 
how  to  check  voting  eligibility.  Unlike 
city,  state,  and  national  elections, 
anyone  -  regardless  of  citizenship  -  who 
shows  an  interest  in  Chinatown  affairs 
can  vote.  This  includes  residents  of 
Chinatown,  of  course,  as  well  as  Asians 
who  lives  outside  Chinatown  but  main¬ 
tain  family,  work,  or  community  ties. 


Another  reason  the  CNC  cancelled 
a  public  election  was  that  not  enough 
volunteers  would  be  available  on  the 
day  of  the  August  Moon  Festival,  said 
CNC  director  George  Joe. 

The  city’s  office  of  neighborhood 
services  met  with  a  CNC  voting  com¬ 
mittee  last  month  and  recommended 
that  the  CNC  come  up  with  a  date, 
place  and  time  for  the  election.  The 
office  would  offer  volunteer  staff  to 
help  if  the  CNC  requested.  "We’d  help 
in  a  limited  way,  because  we  don’t  want 
it  to  look  like  we  are  orchestrating  an 
election,"  said  assistant  director  of 
neighborhood  services  Ed  Burke. 
Burke  also  recommended  that  the 
CNC  election  committee  get  in  touch 
with  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
which  could  offer  assistance  with  an 
election.  The  CNC  committee,  includ¬ 
ing  Neil  Chin,  William  Moy,  Frank 
Chin,  Bak  Fun  Wong,  and  George  Joe, 
did  not  contact  the  League.

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Letter  Sent  to  Weld  on  China’s  Abuses 


A  group  of  Asians  in  Massachusetts 
concerned  with  human  rights  recently 
sent  Gov.  Weld  a  letter  alerting  him  to 
abuses  in  the  Chinese  province  of 
Guangdong.  Weld  plans  to  visit  the 
province  in  August. 

In  the  letter  addressed  to  Gov. 
Weld,  the  group,  the  Association  of 
Overseas  Hong  Kong  Chinese  for 
Democracy  and  Human  Rights  states 
that  even  though  the  Tiananmen 
Square  massacre  occurred  two  years 
ago,  protesters  are  still  being 
detained  and  given  "long  sentences 


after  unfair  and  closed  trials." 

The  letter  specifically  describes  the 
fate  of  three  Hong  Kong  pro- 
democracy  supporters,  Luo  Haixing, 
Li  Longping,  and  Li  Peiching.  The 
three  were  given  four  and  five  year  sen¬ 
tences  by  the  Guangzho  Intermediate 
People’s  Court.  Their  charges  were 
"concealing  counter-revolutionary  ele¬ 
ments." 

The  letter  also  draws  attention  to 
less  well-known  cases  involving  Chen 
Zhixiang,  Wu  Jidong,  Zeng  Weidong, 
Li  Jueming,  Li  Jinhua  and  Zhang  Yi. 


Because  of  their  participation  in  the 
1989  pro-democracy  movement,  the 
group’s  letter  states,  they  were  senten¬ 
ces  for  10-18  years. 

The  letter  ends  with,  "We  sincerely 
hope  that  you  can  make  use  of  this 
opportunity  of  your  visit  to  convey  our 
grave  concerns  for  these  people  and  to 
inquire  about  the  current  situation  and 
the  circumstances  of  their  sentencing. 
Please  tell  the  Guangdong  authority 
that  we  have  not  forgotten  about  the 
innocent  people  in  our  sister  province 
whose  only  crime  is  the  desire  for 
■■ 


freedom  and  democracy." 

According  to  the  latest  1991  Amnes¬ 
ty  International  Report,  hundreds  of 
prisoners  of  conscience  remained  in 
Chinese  prisons,  and  many  were 
detained  without  charge  or  trial.  The 
report  adds  that  although  sentences 
handed  down  to  pro-democracy 
leaders  earlier  in  the  year  were  lenient. 
Amnesty  International  believes  that 
hundreds  of  secret  trials  took  place  in 
the  last  year.

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Asian  Voters’  Rights 


(This  is  part  two  of  a  three- 
part  series  on  Asian  American 
empowerment  through  voting. 
The  series  is  written  by  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association’s  Voter  Education 
and  Registration  Campaign. 
The  writers  are  Fred  Bennet, 
Steve  Cheng,  Series  Fung, 
Vivian  Lee,  Lydia  Lowe,  and 
Elaine  Ng.  This  article  will 
focus  on  some  of  the  reasons 
why  Asian  American  don’t 
seem  to  be  voting.  It  will  also 
look  at  some  past  dis¬ 
criminatory  practices  that  we 
have  overcome,  and  the  current 
voting  process  which  is  more 
accessible  to  minorities  and  im¬ 
migrants.) 

In  the  Boston  area,  there 
are  many  Asian  immigrants 
who  have  lived  in  this  country 
for  five  or  more  years  and  are 


now  naturalized  citizens. 
These  individuals  have  the 
right  to  vote.  Yet  often  they 
think  that  the  registration  and 
voting  process  is  too  compli¬ 
cated  to  understand.  One  fre¬ 
quent  complaint  is  not 
knowing  how  or  where  to 
register,  or  how  and  where  to 
vote. 

Registering  only  requires 
filling  out  a  half  page  registra¬ 
tion  form  at  Boston  City  Hall 
City  Clerk’s  Office  or  your 
local  town  hall.  It  is  very  fast 
and  easy.  The  office  registers 
voters  daily  from  >  9  am  to  5 
pm.  In  recent  years,  com¬ 
munity  groups  have  been  con¬ 
ducting  bilingual  registration 
drives  at  local  events.  If  you 
are  interested  in  getting 
registered,  community  or¬ 


ganizations  and  the  local 
media  can  tell  you  about  cur¬ 
rent  registration  drives.  At  the 
site  of  the  registration,  have 
with  you  some  formal  docu¬ 
ment  with  your  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  on  it.  It  can  be  a  driver’s 
license,  a  passport,  a  utility 
bill,  or  apartment  lease.  If  you 
do  not  have  any  document,  you 
may  still  register.  The  registrar 
will  send  you  a  confirmation 
form  to  complete  later. 

Any  U.S.  citizen  who  is  18 
years  or  older  is  eligible  to 
vote.  Once  you  are  registered, 
the  registrar  will  tell  you  where 
to  vote.  If  that  information  is 
misplaced,  you  can  call  the 
City  Clerk  (at  City  Hall)  or  the 
Secretary  of  State’s  Office  to 
assist  you.  For  those  who  do

Burke  said  the  decision  for  an  inter¬ 
nal  election  was  "the  council’s  call,  yet 
our  preference  is  for  a  more 
democratic  process." 

During  the  month  of  July,  CNC 
member  attendance  became  an  issue  in 
election  discussions.  At  the  CNC 
monthly  meeting  in  July,  members  dis¬ 
cussed  various  election  plans,  includ¬ 
ing  allowing  current  members  to  stay 
on  the  council  if  they  desired.  At  least 
six  out  of  the  21  members  had  attended 
meetings  less  than  50%  of  the  time, 
Neil  Chin  stated.  According  to  a  list 
Chin  has  kept  since  July  5, 1988,  atten¬ 
dance  percentages  for  the  current 
members  show  that  many  have  not  at¬ 
tended  more  than  a  handful  of  monthly 
meetings:  Pancho  Chang-38%;  Ed¬ 
ward  Chiang-62%;  Frank  Chin-59%; 
Joe  Chin-28%;  Lucy  Chin-67%;  Neil 
Chin-90%;  Richard  Chin-79%;  Robert 
Guen-72%;  Peter  Jae-36%;  Chau 
Ming  Lee-38%;  William  Moy-100%; 
Sister  Ruth  O’Donnell-74%;  Henry 
Szeto-64%;  David  Wong-44%;  Frank 
Wong-54%;  Peter  Wong-  56%  Davis 
Woo-92%;  Daniel  Yee-1%;  Lai 
Young-64%. 

After  Chin’s  disclosure,  the  election 
committee  requested  re-instated  can¬ 
didates  to  sign  a  pledge  committing 
themselves  to  attending  70%  of  council 
meetings.  Current  CNC  members  who 
wish  to  return  to  the  council  will  have 
until  Aug.  4  to  decide. 

A  non-public  election  was  not  the 
original  intention  of  the  neighborhood 
councils,  said  David  Moy,  director  of 
the  Quincy  School  Community  Council 
and  one  of  the  original  promoters  of 
neighborhood  councils.  "How  can  they 
believe  they  have  a  mandate  from  the 
community  when  they’ve  become  in¬ 
creasingly  isolated?  Here  was  their 
chance  to  educate  the  community 
about  voting,  and  they’ve  taken  that 
opportunity  away  from  residents  here." 

Cynthia  Mark,  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  which  does 
voting  registration  and  candidate  infor¬ 
mation  in  Chinatown,  calls  the  CNC 
election  plan  a  "blow  to  the  democratic 


process."  "The  decision  not  to  hold 
elections,  but  do  appointments  is  exact¬ 
ly  the  type  of  disenfranchisement  we’re 
fighting.  The  CNC  should  know  bet¬ 
ter." 

Council  members  are  meeting 
public  outcry  against  the  decision  with 
a  great  deal  of  cool  "We’ll  take  the 
heat,"  said  CNC  co-moderator  Bill 
Moy,  who  blamed  the  latest  decision  on 
the  council  "negligence"  in  planning 
earlier  for  an  election.  "We’re  setting 
up  a  mechanism  for  the  next  election, 
and  we’re  also  keeping  the  continuity  of 
the  current  council,"  Moy  said. 

According  to  the  CNC  new  election 
system,  seven  new  members  out  of  fif¬ 
teen  candidates  will  be  voted  in  for  a 
three-year  term.  The  CNC  will  then 
appoint  an  eighth  member.  The  CNC 
will  then  take  a  vote  from  its  current 
membership  to  decide  who  will  serve  a 
two-year  term  or  a  one-year  term.  In 
1992,  the  CNC  will  hold  another  elec¬ 
tion  to  determine  the  next  set  of  3-year 
tenures. 

The  following  will  be  running  for 
election  to  the  CNC  on  August  12:

Mary  Soo  Hoo;  Frank  Chen;  Jean  Lau 
Chin;  Paul  Lee;  May  Chan;  Peter

Joan  Cho  Sik;  Greg  Che;  John  Daley; 
Lin  Yong  and  Allen  Chin. 


The  following  current  members  will 
sign  a  pledge  of  commitment  to  be  re¬ 
instated  into  the  CNC:  Sister  Ruth  O’¬ 
Donnell;  Lucy  Chin;  Frank  Wong; 
David  Wong  Henry  Szeto;  Bak  Fun

According  to  the  report,  "defen¬ 
dants  often  cannot  choose  their 
lawyers,  they  are  not  given  enough  rimr* 
to  prepare  their  defense  -  and  the  ver¬ 
dict  is  often  decided  beforehand." 

In  the  case  of  Luo  Haixing,  his 
lawyer  was  notified  only  a  few  hours  in 
advance  of  his  trial.  An  appeal  was 
rejected  with  no  reasons  given,  states 
the  Association  of  Overseas  Hong 
Kong  Chinese  for  Democracy  and 
Human  Rights  in  their  letter. 

Although  Chinese  authorities  don’t 
publish  the  numbers  of  people  receiv¬ 
ing  the  death  penalty.  Amnesty  Inter¬ 
national  reported  at  least  960  death 
sentences.  At  least  750  executions  were 
known  to  have  been  carried  out.  In 
June  and  July  of  1990,  there  were  270 
executions,  the  Amnesty  International 
Report  states.

not  speak  or  read  English  well, 
an  interpreter  (who  can  be 
anyone  from  a  family  member 
to  a  friend)  can  accompany 
and  assist  you  in  registering. 
You  may  register  up  until  20 
days  before  the  city  or  town 
elections  and  28  days  before 
state  elections. 

If  you  are  not  eligible  to 
vote  because  you  are  not  a 
U.S.  citizen,  but  would  like  to 
become  one,  citizenship  clas¬ 
ses  are  available.  In  recent 
years  the  citizenship  test  has 
been  a  barrier  for  many  im¬ 
migrants  who  may  have 
chosen  to  stay  in  this  country. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  the  U.S. 
government  should  reassess  • 
the  need  for  a  citizenship  test. 
Immigrants  and  refugees  have 
made  many  contributions  to 
this  country  and  should  be 
welcomed  as  citizens  without 
having  to  take  a  test. 

Community  agencies  such 
as  the  Chinese  American  Civic 
Association,  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  and  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council 
offer  citizenship  classes  and 
one-on-one  tutoring  programs 
year  round.

The  newly  formed  Asian 
American  Construction 
Trades  Association  will  pro¬ 
vide  information  and  support 
to  Asians  who  want  to  enter 
the  building  trades.  "It’s  a  way 
to  encourage  Asian  men  and 
women  to  take  on  a  non-tradi- 
tional  field.  They  can  see  that 
the  trades  are  a  possibility," 
said  Wesley  Lee  who  is  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Apprenticeship 
Preparedness  Program 
(APP). 

The  new  association  is  par¬ 
ticularly  timely  since  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Water  Resource 
Authority  recently  funded  the 
Apprenticeship  Preparedness 
Program,  an  instructional  pro¬ 
gram  geared  for  ethnic 
minorities  not  traditionally 
represented  in  the  building 

trades.  The  program  offers  a 

ten-week  training  course  that 
tells  everything  a  person  needs 
to  know  about  the  construc¬ 
tion  trades. 

Included  are  a  math  skills 
course,  an  introduction  to  five 
trades,  classes  in  how  to 
budget  finances,  planning  for 
lay-offs,  and  how  to  present  a 


how  a  development  project 
moves  from  the  community 
planning  stage,  through  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  municipal  zoning 
board.  They  are  also  coun¬ 
seled  as  to  which  trades  would 
fit  their  own  abilities  and 
career  needs. 

The  APP  class  is  held  at 
Roxbury  Community  College, 
two  nights  a  week,  as  well  as 
some  Saturday  classes.  To  be 
accepted  into  the  APP  class,  a 
person  must  be  18  years  of 
age,  have  a  high  school 
diploma  or  GED  certificate, 
be  physically  capable  of  doing 
trades  work,  and  meet  low  to 
moderate  HUD  income 
guidelines.  Recruitment  is 
now  in  progress  for  the  Sep¬ 
tember  session.  Candidates 
must  have  their  applications 
approved  by  August  22,  1991. 
Anyone  interested  can  contact 
the  Chinese  American  Civic 
Association  (CACA)  at  426- 
9492.  Interested  candidates 
can  also  check  out  the  Ap¬ 
prenticeship  Preparedness 
Program  at  CACA’s  booth  at 
the  August  Moon  Festival  on 
August  18  in  Chinatown.

sist  you  in  filling  out  the 
naturalization  form. 

Many  immigrants  are 
reluctant  to  register  because 
they  are  not  English  profi¬ 
cient.  The  CPA  can  provide 
bilingual  assistance  in  the 
various  steps  of  the  voting 
process,  including  bilingual 
materials  on  how  and  where  to 
register  and  interpreters  at 
registration  tables  at  com¬ 
munity  events.  As  each  elec¬ 
tion  draws  near,  CPA  often 
provides  information  about 
the  major  candidates,  their 
platforms  and  political  party 
affiliations. 

Information  about  can¬ 
didates  and  their  stands  on  is¬ 
sues  -  their  platforms  -  is  also 
accessible  through  each 
candidate’s  campaign  office. 
Information  about  referen¬ 
dum  questions  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Secretary  of 
State’s  office  or  the  office  of 
your  state  representative.  In 
recent  years,  another  informa¬ 
tional  resource  has  been  the 
community  media.  Com¬ 
munity  newspapers,  such  as 
Sampan,  have  been  providing 
bilingual  coverage  of  the  can¬ 
didates,  their  platforms,  and 
referendum  questions. 

Many  members  in  the 
Asian  American  community 
are  not  politically  active  be¬ 
cause  they  believe  our  estab- 
lished  community 

organizations  can  solve  all 
problems  by  mediating  be¬ 
tween  the  community  and  the 
government.  However,  com¬ 
munity  organizations  can  only 


do  so  much,  and  a  mediation 
arrangement  is  limited  unless 
Asian  Americans  as  a  com¬ 
munity  gain  political  power. 
One  sure  method  of  gaining  it 
is  to  increase  our  voting 
power. 

The  non-participation  of 
Asian  immigrants  in  the  politi¬ 
cal  process  also  has  some 
roots  in  experiences  in  their 
native  countries.  Voting  in 
Asian  countries  is  not  com¬ 
mon  for  many.  Secondly,  many 
are  disillusioned  by  the 
democratic  process  in  their 
native  countries  and  sub¬ 
sequently  do  not  see  voting  as 
a  means  to  improve  the  quality 
of  life.  Sometimes  immigrants 
equate  voting  with  speaking 
out.  In  their  countries,  speak¬ 
ing  out  is  discouraged,  and 
people  may  be  even  per¬ 
secuted. 

In  this  country,  speaking 
out  is  not  only  a  right,  it  is  also 
considered  to  be  good  citizen¬ 
ship.  Secondly,  voting  hap¬ 
pens  every  year  in  every  town 
and  district.  You  as  a  voter  are 
anonymous  and  who  you  vote 
for  is  strictly  personal.  Par¬ 
ticipating  in  election  exit  polls 
are  voluntary.  As 
demonstrated  in  our  victory  in 
the  Question  3  referendum, 
voting  is  a  means  to  voice  our 
needs  and  assert  pressure  on 
the  government  to  provide 
resources  and  better  services 
to  our  community.

denied  to  minorities  until  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  15th  Amendment 
in  1870  and  women  were 
denied  their  right  to  vote  until 
passage  of  the  19th  Amend¬ 
ment  in  1920.  Although  the 
15th  Amendment  prohibited 
states  from  denying  the  right 
to  vote  based  on  race,  color,  or 
prior  servitude,  literacy  tests 
were  instituted  to  prevent  im¬ 
migrant  and  minority  groups 
from  voting.  Southern  states 
aimed  tests  at  the  Black 
population,  California  in¬ 
stituted  tests  aimed  at  its 
growing  Asian  and  Latino 
population,  and  Washington 
state’s  tests  were  anti-Chinese. 

In  addition  to  these  tests, 
poll  taxes,  physical  threats, 
and  other  barriers  restricted 
minority  and  immigrant 
voting.  These  same  barriers 
also  prevented  women  from 
voting  until  the  19th  Amend¬ 
ment  guaranteed  their  right  to 
vote.  Not  until  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement  of  the  1960s,  a  cen¬ 
tury  later,  did  the  federal 
government  fully  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  15th  and  19th 
Amendment.  In  response  to 
mass  demonstrations  and  civil 
uprising,  Congress  passed  the 
Voting  Rights  Act  of  1965, 
stating  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  would  enforce  the  right 
to  vote  for  all  citizens. 

Besides  voting  barriers,  the 
U.S.  Government  adopted  im¬ 
migration  policies  which  kept 
the  Asian  population  from  be¬ 
coming  a  significant  voting 
force.  The  Chinese  Exclusion 
Act  prohibited  the  immigra¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  and  caused 
their  immigrant  numbers  to 
drop  from  39,500  in  1882  to  10 
in  1887.  This  policy  was  in  ef¬ 
fect  until  1942,  when  the  U.S. 
became  an  ally  of  China  in 
World  War  II.  The  immigra¬ 
tion  laws  were  then  reformed 
to  allow  105  Chinese  im¬ 
migrants  into  the  U.S.  yearly 
until  1965.  Meanwhile,  other 
countries  were  allowed  to 
have  an  annual  immigration 
quota  of  20,000.  During  the 
1920s,  large  numbers  of 
Filipino  men  migrated  to  the 
West  Coast  to  farms  and  can¬ 
neries  as  a  source  of  cheap 
labor.  But  in  1935,  the 
Tydings-McDuffie  Act 
restricted  the  annual  number 
of  Filipino  immigrants  to  50.

Japanese  immigrants  were 
denied  citizenship  by  the  U.S. 
government  until  1952.  When 
World  War  II  broke  out, 
Filipinos  joined  the  war  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  U.S.  and  in  return, 
were  promised  U.S.  citizen¬ 
ship.  However,  many  of  them 
did  not  receive  their  citizen¬ 
ship  after  the  War.  More 
recently,  Southeast  Asian  im¬ 
migrants  who  came  to  this 

country  as  refugees  have  ap¬ 
proximately  a  seven-year  wait 
before  qualifying  for  citizen- 
ship  status.  These  are  some  ex¬ 
amples  illustrating  how  the 
U.S.  restricted  immigration 
and  dtizenship  to  limit  the 


growth  of  certain  groups 
which  affect  the  numbers  of 
those  eligible  to  vote. 

In  1975,  language 
provisions  were  added  to  the 
Voting  Rights  Act  which  re¬ 
quires  the  state  to  provide  lan¬ 
guage  assistance  if  1)  more 
than  5%  of  the  voting  age 
citizens  were  members  of  a 
single,  language,  minority,  and 
2)  the  illiteracy  rate  of  that  lan¬ 
guage  minority  were  higher 
than  the  national  illiteracy 
rate.  This  amendment  repre¬ 
sents  significant  progress  from 
the  literacy  tests.  It  recognizes 
one’s  language  right  and  is  the 
result  of  years  of  advocacy. 

The  amended  voting  Rights 
Act  provides  some  assistance 
for  language  minorities  but 
one  of  die  provisions  is  up  for 
reauthorization  in  1992.  And  if 
the  provision  is  not 
reauthorized,  current  benefits 
may  be  lost.  Therefore,  the  im¬ 
migrant  community  has  to 
continue  its  fight  for  greater 
democracy  by  tearing  down 
existing  barriers  to  voting.  As 
history  shows,  this  will  only 
come  about  through  a  step  by 
step  process,  by  easing  im¬ 
migration  and  citizenship 
restrictions,  and  by  enforcing 

our  rights  with  further  legisla¬ 
tion  and  proper  implementa¬ 
tion.  Voting  is  a  hard  won 

right  for  many  minority  and 
immigrant  groups  and  we  have 
the  responsibility  to  exercise 
it.
